5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or suggest a hub cap having a plurality of retainers integrally formed on 
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a sidewall portion of the hub cap, wherein the retainers have an increased diameter with 
respect to the remainder of the sidewall portion, and are also axially spaced from a 
laterally extending flange integrally formed with the sidewall portion a given distance. 
These retainers overlap an inner margin of a hold-down ring that overlies the flange. and 
has a thickness substantially equal to the given distance, so that the retainer snugly 
secures the hold-down ring in position so that openings in the ring register with 
openings in the flange. 

The closest previously cited prior art, namely Isenbarger (3,1 14,579) and Perry 
(5,752,746), both lack the plurality of retainers that are integrally formed on the sidewall 
portion of the hub cap.
